Draft Reclassifications 
Raise Puzzled Queries

Santa Ana College administra- 
tors do not know why many stu- 
dents were classified 1-A by the 
local selective service board over 
the summer, but students deserv- 
ing II-S deferments are being re- 
classified, according to Dean of 
Students Thomas Trawick. 


Draft officials instructed the 
college last June to rank all male 
students, Trawick said. Freshmen 
in the upper half of their class, 
and sophomores in the upper 
third, were to be given defer- 
ments, the board said. 


“This is not what they did,” 
Trawick said. “They did it with 
some, but not others — and we 
don’t know why. 


“Students who received 1-A’s 
| and were in the right status, and 
appealed, are now getting their 
deferments back,” according to 
the dean. 

Carbon copies of 109 forms 
} filled out in June are now avail- 
} able in the Counseling Center, 
| Trawick said. He suggested all 
| male students now Classified 1-A 
check their 109’s “‘to see if a 
student deferment is deserved.” 


Students who graduated from 
high school in June will auto- 
matically be given II-S defer- 
ments, Trawick said, if they are 
carrying at least 12 units. 


He said all male students, 
whether presently deferred or 
not, should fill out a new 109 
form in the Counseling Center. 

Trawick believes students 
should be deferred from the 
draft. 

“If the time comes when the 
war is escalated to a level where 
they need to draft college stu- 
dents — then that’s another 
story. 

“And,” the dean said, “if 
we’re going to draft students, 
let’s do so on the basis of grades. 
Let’s remember justifiable cases 
of hardship.” 

He said present drafting pro- 
cedures are “unfair to the stu- 
dent who has to work, or has had 
to drop out of school to support 
himself.”

Complex Barriers 
Fall December 6

Barriers come down and Santa 
Ana’s new science complex will 
become a reality approximately 
Dec. 6, according to Jack Mat- 
thews, building inspector for the 
Santa Ana city schools. 

After a rainy beginning last 
fall, construction crews were 
forced to extend the building’s 
completion date 45 days while 
shooting for the early December 
completion.

The new complex will be for- 
mally called Russell Hall, after 
former SAC President Herbert 
O. Russell, who served from 
1947-49, 


The second week of December 
will see 70 parking stalls on the 
17th Street side of the building 
returned and an addition of 35 
stalls between Hammond Hall and 
Russell Hall for the faculty. 

Soon after the building’s open- 
ing, the army barracks that were 
brought from the old Santa Ana 
Army Air Base in the last 40’s 
will be razed to make room for 
additional parking that will ten- 
tatively extend up to the back of 
the counseling center.
